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The following points were brought up during the interview: 

1) The primary reference Nagaoka does not teach configuring a digital broadcast 
receiver. The patent examiner indicated that he would consider this point. 

2) On review of paragraph 0053 of Nagaoka, the patent examiner has initially 
concurred that this passage which discloses sender IDs does not teach "digital 
broadcast network message detection data that allows said digital broadcast 
receiver to identify messages broadcast through said digital broadcast network 
with at least one individual address corresponding to said digital broadcast 
receiver." 

3) Syed, last paragraph of page 13 of the response filed in April 2007, was discussed 
with the patent examiner 

4) Thornton, last sentence of paragraph 0006, asserts disadvantages of MMS and 
appears to be teaching away 

5) Mathis may not be relevant 

The patent examiner indicated he would take the above five points under advisement 
when drafting his next action. 
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
